Until They Get Reasonably 
Fair Treatment. 


That the movement for the extension 
)f the mail'delivery system, to include 


ill sections of the East End, has not 
Peen snowed under and forgotten as 
stated by tho Tribune this morning, is 
grossly misleading. Had the reporter 
questioned any one of the 1,500 eiti- 
. us who signed the petition, address­ 
ed to Congressman Kennedy, asking 
that he use his influence with 
the 
postoffice department, he would have 
arrived at the truth of the matter. The 
residents of the East End are deter­ 
mined to keep everlasting at the post­ 
office authorities until they are accord­ 
ed reasonably fair treatment in mail 
matters. 
Until a few months ago Postmaster 
Will Baird was compelled to furnish a 
building and heat and light it for post­ 
office purposes. The office was in the 
same room as occupied 
by 
Baird’s 
drug store and proved a great incon­ 
venience not only to the establish­ 
ment. but to the public. After months 
of hard work the department was fin­ 
ally induced 
to 
provide a separate 
building, affording something like ade­ 
quate quarters. 
Station A. as the office Is 
called, 
serves a population occupying a terri­ 
tory more than two miles in length 
and many people are compelled 
to 
(ome that distance for mail. Is it any 
wonder free delivery has been peti­ 
tioned for? 
Many East End people 
who are employed down 
town 
get 
their mail at the down town 
office. 
The gas companies have been instruct­ 
ed by many East End patrons to direct 
the 
monthly 
statements to 
them 
through the down town office. 
It is proposed by the patrons of the 
office to retain Station A as it is at 
present, so 
that 
those in tile neigh 
hoi hood of the office can call for the 
mail if they so desire, and to 
have 
the delivery system extended to 
in 
elude the entire section. Tile niainti 


nance of the station is as important as 
the delivery extension. 
I he erratic and unreliable reporter 
who stated that the 
movement 
has 
been snowed tinder can find out in a 
few minutes that it is a live proposi­ 
tion if he will quit star gazing and 
talk to a few East End citizens.

Washington. Dec. 17.—By the de­ 
cisive vote of 57 to 18 the senate 
passed the bill carrying Into efltect the 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba. 
The 
final vote came at the clote of a day 
which wa* marked by a debate which 
while at times animated, was nevtr 
acrlmonous. 
The principal speeches 
were made by Mr. Spooner for the bill 
and Mr. Bailey against It. Both senn 
tors were subjected to frequent inter­ 
ruptions. 
In his remarks Mr. Bailey referred 
to the recent agreement of the Dem 
ocratic caucus 
to stand solidly on 
party questions, and warned the Re 
publicans that In the future they ooul l 
not depend on straggling Democratic 
votes In support of Republican party 
measures, regardless of whether they 
were or were not in accord with Dem 
ocratic doctrine. 
The bill passed carries Into execu­ 
tion the treaty between the United 
States and Cuba which was ratified 
last March. 
The treaty provides for 
a reduction of 20 per cent from the 
rates of duty under the Dingley law 
on all Cuban articles imported Into 
the United States and a varying re­ 
duction of from 20 to 40 per cent from 
the established Cuban duty on arti­ 
cles Imported 
Into 
Cuba from the 
United States. 
After the passage of 
the Cuban bill the senate agreed Lo 
the house resolution providing for a 
holiday recess from Dec. 19 to Jan. 4 
Central American affairs were dis­ 
cussed in the house and also pensions, 
Industrial and agricultural conditions 
and labor. 
The session fc sited more 
than four hours, the hoi* » being in 
committee of the whole almost the en­ 
tire time on the pension appropriation 
bill, on which no conclusion was 
reached.

BRUTALITY IN OERMAN ARMY. 


Non-Commissioned Officer Sentenced 
to Five Y :ars’ Imprisonment. 
Berlin, Dec. 17.—Owing to his m is­ 
treatment of soldiers on 1,520 counts 
and abuses of authority on IOO counts 
'non-commissioned 
officer 
named 
Franzki, of the Eighty-fifth infantry, 
has been sentenced to five years* im­ 
prisonment 
and 
dishonorable 
dis­ 
charge from the army by a court-mar­ 
tial at Rendsburg. The court declared 
Franzki had displayed “the brutality 
of an ox-driver” and pronounced his 
superior officers guiltless of negligent 
oversight 
Franzki borrowed sums of money 
from soldiers habitually and never re­ 
paid them and beat his subordinates 
with his fists 
and 
with clubs and 
whips and spat in the faces of men. 
Several of the men were maltreated 
from IOO to 200 tim es each. 
One of 
them was dismissed from the service 
disabled. 
Franzki had left the army 
and had become a policeman at Ham 
burg before his brutalities were dis­ 
closed by the desertion and recapture 
of one of his victims. 
One witness, who had ran his head 
against a wall until he dropped un 
conscious the seventh time, was asked 
by the judge: 
“Why did you do such a senseless 
thing?” 
“An officer told me to do so,” was 
th* reply. 
“But he had no right to order you 
to do such a thing,” said the judge. 
“I had to obey,’* replied the witness. 
“If I had not he would have reported 
me for Insubordination.” 
Frenskl had a favorite stick which 
he called “Friedrich Wilhelm." 
This 
he broke while beating a private, a n i 
he got another, which he christened 
“Frederick the Great," who. he said, 
“was the beat sergeant the Pruaalan 
army ever had.”

Non-Commissioned Officer Sentenced 
to Five Y .ars’ Im prisonm ent. 
Berlin, Dec. 17.—Owing to his m is­ 
treatment of soldiers on 1,520 counts 
and abuses of authority on IOO counts 
a 'non-commissioned 
officer 
named 
Franzkl, of the Eighty-fifth infantry, 
has been sentenced to five years’ im­ 
prisonment 
and 
dishonorable 
dis­ 
charge from the army by a court-mar­ 
tial at Rendsburg. The court declared 
Franzki had displayed “the brutality 
of an ox-driver” and pronounced his 
superior officers guiltless of negligent 
oversight. 
Franzki borrowed sums of money 
from soldiers habitually and never re­ 
paid them and beat his subordinates 
with his fists and 
with clubs and 
whips and spat in the faces of men. 
Several of the men were maltreated 
from IOO to 200 times each. 
One of 
them was dismissed from the service 
disabled. 
Franzki had left the army 
and had become a policeman at Ham­ 
burg before his brutalities were dis­ 
closed by the desertion and recapture 
of one of his victims. 
One witness, who had ran his head 
against a wall until he dropped un 
conscious the seventh time, was asked 
by the Judge: 
“Why did you do such a senseless 
thing?” 
“An officer told me to do so,” was 
the reply. 
“But he had no right to order you 
to do such a thing,” said the Judge 
“I had to obey,” replied the witness. 
“If I had not he would have reported 
me for Insubordination.” 
Franski had a favorite stick which 
he called “Friedrich W ilhelm.” 
This 
he broke while beating a private, and 
he got another, which he christened 
‘‘Frederick the Great,” who, he said, 
“was the best sergeant the Prussian 
army ever had.”

Washington, Dec. 17.—The full rd* 
port of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow was made public, 
with the exception of exhibits, which 
are withheld because of the pending 
criminal cases. 
The report reveals 
many new facts brought out by the 
months of investigation and not em­ 
bodied in the official abstract made 
public a fortnight ago. 
These are 
mostly in the way of Important sup­ 
plementary information regarding the 
alleged connection of executive offi 
cars of the department with fraudu­ 
lent contracts for supplies, alleged ef­ 
forts to promote mining stock among 
postoffice department employes, irreg­ 
ularities in outride postoffices, 
etc. 
The report speaks of profligate expen­ 
ditures for Bundy time recorders and 
cites instances, like Bayshore, N. Y., 
where they were used and where there 
were no employes except the postmas­ 
ter and his assistant. 
Continuing it states that Hugh McK. 
Landon, secretary of a pneumatic can­ 
celing machine company, testfled dur­ 
ing the investigation that in this city 
in 1902, when he came for orders, Bea­ 
vers referred him to a clerk named H. 
Clayton Graff “as the man to do busi­ 
ness with,” and that in a personal con 
venation Graff said: ‘‘You know none 
of us are here for our health. 
The 
government Is not liberal in the m atter 
of its salaries and R costs much to live 
in Washington.” 
Did aa Ordered Without Comment. 
Edward Allen, now a clerk at the 
Cleveland, O., postoffice, testified that 
reports he made on the m erits of Hamp­ 
den canceling maohine were not satis­ 
factory to First Assistant Postmaster 
General Heath or to Beavers, and says 
he was plainly advised that it was Mr. 
Heath's desire that these machines be 
installed and the dasire of Mr. Bea­ 
vers “and the general” that he do less 
talking derogatory/to the machine. He 
says he was forewarned of this by his 
brother, then chief clerk to the first 
assistant 
postm aster 
general, 
and 
thereafter, Allan testified, he simply 
Installed machines and refrained from 
any com ment 
The machines proved 
worthless 
The report says that H. J. Trueadell 
of Binghamton, N. Y., of the canceling 
machine company, to ll the Inspectors 
that before the order of June 30, 1900, 
was given for IOO Doremus canceling 
machines 200 shares ($20,000 worth) 
of the stock of the company was trans 
ferred to First Assistant Postm aster 
General Heath, Heath promising to or 
der not less than 300 machines 
at 
$225 each. 
Expected to “Whsck Up.” 
In his affidavit Truesdell states that 
Green, state senator from New York 
told him he had made this agreement 
with 
Heath at the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel, and that he thought Truesdell 
and Doremus should ‘‘whack up” with 
him. Truesdell states that he agreed 
to contribute hts share, and that he 
transferred 50 shares of his stock to 
Green for that purpose. 
Truesdell 
further states that Green at the time 
submitted to him a telegram or letter 
from Heath, in disguised expression 
acknowledging receipt of the certif! 
cates of stock, and that afterwards he, 
Green, and Doremus 
discussed the 
m atter and Doremus agreed to con­ 
tribute 60 shares of his stock. 
Dore- 
mug denies any knowledge of stock 
having been given to Heath, but states 
that he did contribute 60 shares of 
stock, par value $5,000, to Green to be 
used for the best intenssts of the com­ 
pany. 
Truesdell farther states that Green 
at a subsequent date purchased back 
from Heath this stock. 
Doremua ad­ 
mitted to the inspectors that Trues­ 
dell told him subsequently that the 
stock which Green asked them to con­ 
tribute was ta be transferred to Perry 
£. Heath in consideration of receiving 
a large order for machines. 
Payments Made to Beavers. 
Truesdell said that the payments 
made to Beavers was cashed at the 
bank by the form ers bookkeeper .’that 
the payments were entered by the 
company as “commission account,” 
and that the payments which Beavers 
alleged were to be divided with Perry 
S Heath were made with the positive 
knowledge and approval of Oeorge E. 
Green and W. D. Doremus. 
Concerning the case of H. H Rand, 
who was appointed assistant superin­ 
tendent of the salary and allowance 
division April I, 1902. though his du­ 
ties were confined to the postmaster 
general's office, the report says' 
Chief Citril J. J. Howley. of the first 
assistant p*i*tma*ter general's office, 
testified that shortly after Rand cams 
to Washington he told him he had an 
option on a Mexican mining property 
and was looking for some one with 


Howiey if he eau that amount. 
Miss 
Mae C. Wood testified that when she, 
as stenographer, was writing letters 
for Rand he talked to her about buy­ 
ing some stock in his mines, but lbs 
declined to invest. 
Mrs. Clara C. Bangs, a clerk em 
ployed in an office adjoining Rand'c, 
elated that Rand had asked ber lf any 
of the people around there had any 
money. She said she thought Machen 
and Beavers had it all, and not long 
after that he told her, she says, that 
they had made Maehen president of 
the company; that the stock was ad­ 
vancing rapidly and it would be a good 
thing for her to put some money Into It. 
Machen Interested In Mining. 
A. W. Machen thought he saw 
through Rand,” Mr. Bristow says, “a 
direct connection with the postmaster 
general and therefore readily Interest­ 
ed himself in some of his mining 
schemes. 
Rand probably was not 
aware of Machen’a real purpose, but 
coming into the department as he did 
as the personal appointee (rf the post­ 
master general, It Is fortunate that he 
should have allied himself with Mach­ 
en so as to become bis partisan de­ 
fender when charges were filed against 
him.” 
Regarding the sale of promotions in 
New York city and Jersey City, the re­ 
port mentions Bayonne, N. J., as also 
involved, and says that while Otto F. 
Weis, the registry clerk at New York, 
bow dismissed, and an Intimate friend 
of Beavers, says he collected from 
$8,000 to $10,000 for the “legislative 
fund” far the clerks. Weis’ bank ac­ 
count where these funds were depos 
ited aggregated $19,154, and Mr. Brls- 
tow expresses the opinion that th 13 
represents the amount of Weis’ col­ 
lections. 
Wets stated that he used 
about $3,000 of this money for ex­ 
penses and that the balance, $6,000 or 
$7,000, he paid to Benjamin Parkhurst 
“an intimate friend of Beavers and 
superintendent of a postoffice station 
In this city, but removed last April.” 


Insufficient" Evidence. 
The report says that after inspec­ 
tors began work a t New York. Park 
horst asked numerous clerks there 
and at Jersey City to say that the 
money was collected for legislative 
purposes and not to secure promo­ 
tions. These facts were submitted to 
the grand jury here in May, hut the 
district attorney recommended agalnr.1 
prosecution on the ground of lnsuffl 
d e n t evidence, and further effort to­ 
ward criminal process against Ben 
vers and W sls In this esse was 
dropped, When on May 31 last the stat 
Ute of limitations operated In Beaver J* 
case. 
The report cites a clerk hire allow­ 
ance of $300 per annum ordered by 
Beavers at Lestershire, N. Y., and 
D ysart la., though not to entitled, the 
recommendations being made by the 
members of congress of those dis­ 
tricts. Reference Is made to a letter 
of the postm aster a t Duquoln. 111., who 
In December, 1901, wrote Senator Ma­ 
son a request to seonro $500 per an­ 
num for cle|rk hire, promising that lf 
he should dd no he would devote his 
tim e to the senator’s campaign for re­ 
election. 
The senator referred the 
letter without comment to Beavers 
and the allowance was not made, but 
later a member of congress made the 
sam e recommendation and It was com 
piled with without further Inquiry. 
Drew Salary but Did Not Work.

Washington. Dec. 17.—The full re* 
Port of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
(General Bristow was 
made public, 
with the exception of exhibits, which 
are withheld because of the pending 
criminal cases. 
The report reveals 
many new facts brought out by the 
months of investigation and not em­ 
bodied in the official abstract made 
public a fortnight ago. 
These are 
mostly in the way of Important sup­ 
plementary informaXion regarding the 
alleged connection of executive offi­ 
cers of the department with fraudu­ 
lent contracts for supplies, alleged ef­ 
forts to promote mining stock among 
postoffice department employes, irreg­ 
ularities in outside postoffices, 
etc. 
The report speaks of profligate expen­ 
ditures for Bundy time recorders and 
cites instances, like Bayshore, N. Y., 
where they were used and where there 
were no employes except the postmas­ 
ter and his assistant. 
Continuing it states that Hugh McK. 
Bandon, secretary of a pneumatic can­ 
celing machine company, testfled dur­ 
ing the investigation that in this city 
in 1902, when he came for orders, Bea­ 
vers referred him to a clerk named H. 
Clayton Graff "as the man to do busi­ 
ness with,” and that In a personal con­ 
versation Graff said: ‘‘You know none 
of us are here for our health. 
The 
government Is not liberal in the matter 
of its salaries and ft coats much to live 
in Washington.” 
Did aa Ordered Without Commont. 
Edward Allen, now a clerk at the 
Cleveland. O., postoffice, testified that 
reports be made on the merits of Hamp­ 
den canceling imaohine were not satis­ 
factory to First Assistant Postmaster 
General Heath or to Beavers, and says 
he was plainly advised that it was Mr. 
Heath’s desire that these machines be 
installed and the desire of Mr. Bea­ 
vers "and the general" that he do less 
talking de rogatory,’to the machine.

a large order for machines.
